May 7 at 9:30 p.m. - THE TERRORIZER, Taiwan, 1986. Directed by Edward Yang. 

Color. Mandarin with subtitles. 103 min. The winner of Taiwan's Best 
Picture award for 1986 is a galvanizing portrait of modern urban life 
employing a Chinese box-puzzle structure to tell three parallel stories 
of city dwellers affected by a senseless killing. 

May 21 at 7:30 p.m. - THE BOYS FROM FENG-KUEI. Taiwan, 1984. Directed by Hou 
Hsiao-hsien. Color. Hokkien and Mandarin with subtitles. 101 min. 

A humorous and sympathetic chronicle of the social and emotional fortunes 
of three bored youths who move from a small island to a port city on Taiwan's 
main island. Cleveland premiere. 

May 27 at 9:40 p.m, - TAIPEI STORY, Taiwan, 1984. Directed by Edward Yang. Color. 
Mandarin and Hokkien with subtitles. 115 min. Major drama about the disin- 
tegration of a relationship between a frustrated businessman (filmmaker Hou 
Hsiao-hsien) and his long-time lover. Cleveland premiere. 

May 28 at 7:30 p.m. - DAUGHTER OF THE NILE, Taiwan, 1987. Directed by Hou Hsiao- 
hsien. Color. Mandarin and Hokkien with subtitles. 90 min. Brightly 
colored tale of a young woman obsessed with Japanese comic strips who has 
a bad habit of projecting their fantasies onto her real life. Cleveland 
premiere.
